Committee of the House of Commons hat been tent to 
the Senate unanimously approved by the lower cham¬ 
ber—accompanied by many complimentary refer¬ 
ences to the painstaking work of the committee. 

The measure provide* for a number of important 
'change* in the Pensions Act. the general object of 
which is to cure many irritating anomalies which could 
he traced to a (tally.genuine attempt to write into the 
statutes a set formula to meet ell cases—an impossible 
Undertaking, as a vents have shown. The committee 
appointed by Parliament to overhaul the existing 
Act was given a free hand in the matter and empow¬ 
ered to hear all whom it considered might assist it m 
its wort It obtained much assistance from Colonel 
Lafledm mid other officers of the Canadian Le¬ 
gion a*d' information and suggestioM from many 
quartern, including tepreaentmtivea of the public. 

Briefly put, it is considered that the new bill will 
remove the last vestige of "red tape”.and let suf¬ 
ficient elasticity into the pt oc edm r 'X t eahle m* ^ 
Pensions Board to give much more effective service 
than it has been able to give in the past. Hitherto 
there has been a feeling among the petitioners that 
unless they had a Case to present that looked to he 
iron-dad, they had a doubtful chance of obtaining 
. what .they considered edequatA jstst**.. DJw>. of. 
course, no reel ground existed ‘for this attitude; but it 
unquestionably « ,l " v *> The safeguards and new 
provisions incorporated in the bill awaiting the ap¬ 
proval of the Senate, however, insure just treatment m 
every particular. . , _ , 

The new measure, in addition to the Pension 
Btstrd. will set up a tribunal consisting of nine mem¬ 
bers whole function will be exclusively judicial. A 
quorum of the court will ordinarily he two, eight of 
flic members being assigned in pairs to specific terri¬ 
torial areas in which they will hold public hearings 
at which will be heard ell representations that may 
be made on behalf of any applicant—whoee applica¬ 
tion the Board hat—to insure the proper presentation 
~“ef Cases before the tribunal and. so far as potsible. to 
shorten its proceeding. Provision tt made for the rep- 
resentation before thq tribunal, not only of the appli¬ 
cant, but also »f the public which provides the funds 
pf which the tribunal is empowered to dispose. Au¬ 
thority also has been given for the organization of a 
Veterans’ bureau, staffed with pension advocates, and 
•ho for die appointment of e staff of counsel. 

Of particular interest to the returned men who are 
or may be pensionable is the provision for the estab- 
hthment of a rule whereby all reasonable inference* 
are to be drawn in favor of the applicant, who is to be 
given the benefit of the doubt, the rule providing that 
the applicant » to he relieved from the obligation of 
giving conclusive evidence in favor of his nght—*n 
obligation obviously in many cates quite impossible 
for him to discharge. The old system in this regard

Another important feature of the new Act is 
the repealing of Aat provision in the old one which 
requires application for pensiog in respect of death to 
be made within three years after death, or within 
three year* after dependency arises. Then, members 
of the forces who have accepted final payment* in 
lieu of their pension—notwithstanding the feet that 
their disabilities have not mcreaaed—now will again 
be p»T >« K>"*W^i 

The new bill also modifies that provision in the 
present Act which was designed to prevent marriage 
being entered into for the take of a widow s pen¬ 
sion. It ia now provided that a widow who has mar¬ 
ried a pensioner will be entitled to a pension upon his 
death from an injury or disease attributable to service, 
if the marriage took plare either before the pension 
was granted or before January I. last. Previously, 
the widow was entitled to the pension only if the 
marriage waa contracted prior to 1920. It it estim¬ 
ated that between 600 and 700 widows will be bene¬ 
fited under this change. 

Broadly speaking, therefore, the new bill obvious¬ 
ly is completely satisfactory to the returned men. 
while the public naturally will feel that the pledge 
given ia its behalf when these men responded to the 
call to arms now is about to he fulfilled. This u 
solid progress m a most important national matter.
